F. Newtons sermon on "The 
Question of Amusement,” drew a large 
audience to the People’s church Sunday 
afternoon. 
The little church was not 
large enough to hold the crowd, many 
being turned away. 
A large number 
were satisfied to stand throughout the 
entire service. 
The sermon was accom­ 
panied by an excellently rendered solo 
by Mrs. F.J . Millar and an anthem* by 
the choir. 
Mr. Newton took for his text, 
Philippines 4 :5, "Let your moderation be 
known unto all men.” 
Mr. Newton said: 
After all, my friends, the question of 
amusements is a serious one. 
The origin 
of the word tells us that, and it is as a 
thing of vital import that I wish to study 
It with" ymi. 
AIL we want to know is, 
what is sane and right? 
“ No t fo r thy neighb o r, no r fo r thee, 
Be sure w a s life d esigned to be 
A draft o f d u ll co mp lacency.*'’ 
Amusement of some sort there must 
be in order to the sanity, safety and 
health of society, and it is a matter of 
great importance how we may divert 
ourselves during those hours when we 
are free from toil. 
For that is what 
amusement means—a turning away from 
the Muses—that which lifts us out of 
the ruts of routine into the bright air. 
Such a release from the tread mill of 
labor is a necessity to the moral well­ 
being of man. 
It is not in the power of the mind to 
sustain itself at the straining point of ef­ 
fort or great feeling all the time. 
That 
way madness lies. 
It is not amusement 
that degrades so much as drudgery— 
dreary,! grinding drudgery which takes 
the spirit of play out of life. 
Men must 
not only have a chance to play, but they 
must be taught how to play. 
But deeper than this lies the philoso­ 
phy offamusement. 
It was not an idle 
fancj^ of the classic poets that they saw 
in sea and sunlight an "Unreckonable 
laughter;” a great glee mixed with the 
shadows and terrors of life. 
J oy is a 
part of the theology of nature. 
One has 
said truly that the laughter of life is a 
reflex of the joy of God, which he would 
share with us. 
Smiles as well as tears 
are in the inmost heart of things. 


Let no one think that I am here to 
apologize for any vice. 
I do not think 
that I have to assure the men of this city 
that I am not. 
Nastiness I 
detest, 
whether it be in a dance-hall,a theater or 
a pulpit. 
And I know not which is the 
worst, a suggestive play or a salacious 
sermon. 
No words are too keen to flay 
the unclean, the nasty, the vicious in all 
the walks of life, in labor or in play. 
You will hear another view of the ques­ 
tion of amusements set forth, and back 
of it lies another philosophy of life. 
If 
the view*of life described in the last few 
days’is the Christian view, then I am not 
a Christian—nor do I want to be. 
If Pur­ 
itanism 
is Christianity, then I am a 
Greek—a lover of life; a disciple of Soc­ 
rates and Plato;*an apostle of self-culture 
always; of self-sacrifice only when it is 
needed; a devote at the shrine of beauty 
and right reason. 
This is better far than 
the grim and uncanny creed of the Puri­ 
tan in which joy was a sin and beauty an 
evil. 
But Puritanism is~not Christianity. 
It 
is as unlike the life of J esus as anything 
can be. The|Christian life is a wise, sane, 
healthy, wholesome human life illumined 
by faith, hope and love—the higher hu­ 
man life. 
I take the life of J esus as my ideal. 
It 
was full of sorrow and full of joy also; 
the lights and the shadows were inter­ 
woven. 
His world was often a festive 
world. 
Merry-making was the back­ 
ground of the parables. The children 
played in the market place; the prodigal 
son came home [to music and dancing; 
the kingdom of heaven was like a great 
feast. 
The gladness of J esus was as 
much a religious revelation as his sorrow. 
It was a part of his reading of life. 
All things in life are good, if we know 
how to use them; all things are evil if we 
abuse them. 
For evil is the abuse of the 
good. 
If I 
believed that the social 
games we play, our social dance, or the 
theater was evil in itself, I would de­ 
nounce it if the sky lell down upon me. m 
I do not believe any one of them is evil,j city does more good than a whole 
except when we make it evil by abuse. 
of gossiping, salacious evangelists. 
The principle that because a thing is >s something for the church to do 
abused ¡thought not to be used, is false 
and foolisb.*It cuts both ways and proves 
too much. 
What is it that man has not, 
does not, abuse? 
Religion, some of us 
think, may bejblasphemouslv abused. In 
history it has been the cloak of every 
crime known to’nian, the mask of every 
infamy. 
So of music, art, law, science, 
every thing else. 
No, the principle is 
false. 
The fact that a thing is abused is 
all the more caution why we should use 
it in the right way. 
It is in amusements, as in everything 
else, abuse is a sin. 
The idea that cards 
|hat have one set of spots on them are 
sinful, and that nogame should be played 
with them, is silly. A game is a game. 
If one game is sinful all games are sinful; 
the principle is the same in each. 
And 
all games can'be abused, and in fact are 
abused. 
How much money is bet 011 
baseball? 
Some folks in this city play cards too 
much, just as others eat too much. 
They 
do nothing else day in and day out. 
That is not amusement. 
They are not 


thing is sure: it advertises the failure of 
the church. 
If the church did its duty 
the girls of our city would not have to 
give chanty balls to do what must be 
done for the poor. 
Is the church a dog 
in the manger—unwilling to do the char­ 
itable work of the city, and unwilling 
that any one else should do it? 
Tell me, why is it that when a lodge, 
or an order, fits up a beautiful building 
with club rooms, under the most strict 
laws against gambling or drunkenness— 
so that the men and boys of this city can 
have one place to go and spend an even­ 
ing where things are wholesome and in­ 
viting—why is it that the churches stand 
afar off and feap curses upon that order 
or club-house? 
But if the church will take this attitude 
she must take the consequences. 
If she 
will be as blind as a bat to a great fact 
in the make-up of man—one of the gifts 
df G od--if she cannot direct man at play 
—she need not be sad that man does not 
go to the altar to pray. 
But if you have upon you the vows of a 
church not to engage in such amuse­ 
ments, it is a matter of honor for you to 
keep your word and obey the laws of the 
church 
I think the church is wrong in 
making such rules. 
But since she has 
made them, men must either obey them 
or not join the church. 
Otherwise the 
church will not have respect for itself, 
nor will any one have any respect for 
the church. 
The church must enforce 
her laws. 
In the meantime, let us be true to our 
higher nature. Let us go about our work 
and our play, all that we have to do—in 
a high and gracious mood; erect, clean, 
open-hearted ¡living a reasonable, a mod­ 
erate life; taking rules from no man as to 
what we shall think or do.

She was found guilty on 
every count of the indictm ent upon 
which the jury was at lib erty to judge 
her—seven in all.
